Yil 
Karademir, in conjunction 
with students from Dunbar- 
ton College representing Boli- 
via, initiated a propisal of

THE REAL MENACE 


It seems that a favorite way to spend one’s afternoon, 
in this country of ours is to go out and shoot people. 

Recently this sport has grown, as witnessed in Chicago, 
New York, Los Angeles, and various other states. 

As a result, anti-gun laws and legislation have sprung 
up all around the country and the sportsmen are taking the 
brunt of them. At this point, let’s be realistic. 

A gun cannot aim and fire itself. It must be aimed and 
fired by someone. The gun is not guilty, man is. We must 
control man, if we are going to control anything at all. Man 
is the real killer. The gun is just a tool he uses. As on any 
job, a person is going to use the best tool suited for the job.
